Also ‘‘released”’ is the news that 
the huge new plant of the Atomic 
Energy Commission near Aiken, 
S. C., hard by the Savannah 
River, will have reactors (atomic 
furnaces) far advanced over those 
now in use at Oak Ridge, or at 
Hanford, Washington, where fis-. 
sionable plutonium is ‘“‘bred’’ from 
uranium of a nonfissionable char- 
acter. This is done by subjecting 
it to bombardment by neutrons 
from Uranium-235, the ‘‘stuff”’ of 
bombs. 


Heavy Water 

The billion-dollar plant now go- 
ing up near Aiken will use 
“heavy water” reactors, (fur- 
naces) instead of carbon, which 
the Oak Ridge and other reactors 
employ. Heavy water is an Amer- 
ican production, dating back to 
1932. During the war we sought 
to destroy all Nazi heavy water 
plants because of their possible 
use in atomic explorations. Heavy 


water has a_ scientific name— | 


“deuterium.” The word de- 
scribes an atom of hydrogen 
which weighs twice as much as an 
ordinary hydrogen atom. It is 
water, but tobacco seeds, for ex- 
ample, will not germinate in If, 
and many kinds of water animals 
cannot live in it. Canadian scien- 
tists made first use of it in their 
reactors. We used graphite, or 
carbon, in the “reactor cubes,”’ 
or furnaces, contained in concrete 
six and nine feet thick, and tow- 
ering three stories and moré high. 
The carbon checks most of the 
radiation. The lead-lining inside 
the concrete walls, and the walls 
themselves, stop the remainder. 

The reason we have not used 
heavy water is simple. We didn’t 
have enough. Now we have an ade- 
quate amount of the water, with 
a special plant turning it out, 
and it can. and will be used, in- 
stead of carbon. It has the obvious 
advantage of being fluid, which 
means that the furnace and fuel 
elements may be changed about 
without rebuilding the entire ‘‘re- 
actor.” or furnace. There are other 
benefits not revealed. 


Water from rivers—the Savdn- | 


nah at Aiken, and the Columbia 
at Hanford—is needed to cool the 
terrific heat generated in the 
furnaces by the splitting, or fis- 
sions of uranium, or plutonium 
atoms. This. of course is ordinary 
water—not heavy water. 


H-Bomb 


Heavy water, according to late 
releases by the AEC, is necessary 
in a hydrogen-energy plant. Trit- 
a hydrogen _bomb, 


235 or plutonium are the critical 
elements of an A-bomb. Fuel ele- 
ments in an ordinary atomic re- 
actor or furnace can be so ar- 
ranged with the more flexible 
heavy water to produce tritium 
instead of plutonium, and may 
then be shifted back to the latter. 
There is no necessity for building 
special furnaces for tritium alone. 

Only two elements found in na- 
ture are employed in the A- and 
H-bomb production. These are 
Uranium-235, which found in 
small amounts, and deuterium 
(heavy water.) The others are 
created or, as the atomic scien- 
tists say, ‘‘bred’’ by subjecting 
certain elements, or materials, to 
atomic bombardment. Tritium is 
a hydrogen atom, also ‘heavy 
water.”’ 

As scientists have patiently ex- 
plained to me, it long has been 
known that if an A-atom of heavy- 
water, either deuterium or trit- 
jum, could be heated hot enough

heats about 10 times as fast as 
deuterium. And it is the heat 
produced by an atomic explosion 
which provides the possible ‘‘trig- 
ger’ to heat it and set it off. 

That is not the ‘nut’ of the 
problem. 

The nut of it is to raise the head 
of A-bomb to the point where the 
atoms split -anc hold that heat 
for enough time, delaying its own 
explosion, until it can set off the 
tritium atom, 5 H-bomb.

Excused from the witness chair, 
Bolich sat back and listened to

internal revenue at Cleveland. 

Asked later whether he wished to 
comment, Bolich said he did not, 
citing the same reason—the consti- 
tutiOnal provision which says no 
one shall be compelled to testify 
against himself in criminal actions. 
ONE ANSWER 

Bolich gave the _ investigating 
ways and means subcommittee 
only one answer. He said his ad- 
dress was 617 Second St., Brook- 
lyn. 

Asked if he had any other resi- 
dence, Bolich replied: 

“IT refuse to answer any further 
questions on the ground any an- 
swer I might give may tend to 
incriminate me.”

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Special Session Would Seem Futile 


Suggestion has been made that the Geor- 
gia Legislature convene in special session on 
the school building problem. Specifically, 
those who make the appeal recommend the 
submission of a constitutional amendment to 
save interest money by making the state 
security fér funds borrowed by the School 
Building Authority. 

During the last session Fred Hand, build- 
ing authority chairman, proposed a similar 
measure, which The Constitution endorsed. 
The bill was not passed. Mr. Hand says 
provision has been made for cutting the inter- 
est payments when and if the next regular 
session passes the amendment. 


However, the special session suggestion 
goes beyond the subject of interest to imply 
that if the legislators and school men get 
together they might break the deadlock in 
which the legislative session ended. 


The Senate and House came to a parting 
of the ways on how building funds should 
be distributed. The House accepted the Hand 
plan of basis of need among the many coun- 
ties. The Senate insisted on a rigid formula 
for distribution. 


The Assembly granted $5,000,000- for 
school buildings, but the interhouse dispute 
held up the second $5,000,000 for which the 
building authority asked. After the legisla- 
tors went home, Governor Talmadge allotted 
the second $5,000,000 from the state's surplus. 


The building authority went to work on a 
plan of distribution based on need.

President Truman probably will veto the 
Tidelands Oil bill when it reaches his desk 
and properly so. .The legislation was pushed 
through the Senate at the behest of one of the 
most powerful lobbies in Washington, one 
which would place under control of the sepa- 
rate states oil resources from the low water 
mark out to the three-mile limit or, in one 
case, beyond that. 

Texas, one of the most important areas 
involved, has a 10.5-mile limit under a treaty 
with the United States government. 

Under present regulations, the 
States government has*control over develop- 
ment of these tidelands oil resources. They 
represent our most valuable reserves—re- 
serves which one day may mean the differ- 
ence between military victory and defeat.

We cannot agree with that point of view, 
We believe in school consolidation where con- 
ditions warrant it. -We do not believe in pay- 
ing a higher price for education where local 
pride blocks a merger which is advisable. 

Of course, there will be resentment to 
consolidation as there always is to change. 
Such is the price of progress. 

As for the special session, unless there is 
an indication that opposing points of view 
can be brought closer together we see no 
hope in calling the legislators to Atlanta. We 
would prefer distribution of building funds by 
the Minimum Foundation formula, thus elimi- 
nating the possible influence of patronage in 
dispensing the money. 

But we have seen nothing to indicate 
that an agreement could be worked out in the 
Legislature at the present. Unless it could, 
a special session costing $120,000 or more 
would be a waste of time and money. 

While we are on education, we want to 
re-endorse the Anderson plan for reorgani- 
zation of county school systems by making 
the board elective and the superintendent 
appointive. 

To do that would be to lift the county 
schools a little farther out of the mire of 
politics and to help assure a professional 
educator for the county superintendent post.

The United States finally has named as, 


envoy to Russia a man who knows some- 
thing about that country. He is George F. 
Kennan, State department career man, who 
has made a life study of the history, customs, 
language and politics of that country. 

Mr. Kennan is credited with being both 
architect and publicist of the policy of con- 
tainment of Soviet imperialism—a realistic 
policy which has fought Communist aggres- 
sion to a standstill. 

With his broad understanding of Russian 
world objectives—objectives which have 
changed little for hundreds of years—Mr. 
Kennan should be able to work toward eas- 
ing the tensions which have split the world 
in half and launched an armament race 
threatening to reduce all peoples to poverty. 

Russian ambitions remain the same as 
under the czars. Present Soviet imperialism 
continues the age-old dream of Russian rulers 
to dominate the world—a dream which has 
caused countless wars and_ international 
turmoil. 

The present Communist regime, which 
ruthlessly climbed to power on the backs of 
an oppressed peasant class, has been more 
successful in those objectives than were the 
czars, although the latter did extend Russian 
sway over the largest land area in the world. 

The United States has followed Kennan’s 
realistic lead in containing Soviet expansion- 
ist aims successfully. This fact alone is 
ample recommendation for sending him to 
Moscow. 

We have entrusted. this all-important 
ambassadorship to a succession of politically 
minded businessmen, generals and others 
with little diplomatic experience or ability.

infectious diseases, 


' The man says of wars and epi- 
demics: 

“Swords and lances, arrows, 
machine guns and even high ex- 
plosives have had far less power 
on the fate of nations than the 
typhus louse, the plague flea 
and the yellow fever mosquito. 
Civilizations have retreated from 
the plasmodium of malaria and 
armies have crumbled into rab- 
bles under the onslaught of 
cholera spirilla or of dysentery 
and typhoid bacilli.... 


“War and conquest and that 
herd existence which is an ac- 
companiment of what we call 
civilization have merely set 
the stage for these more pow- 
erful agents of human trag- 
edy. 


“However secure and well 
regulated civilized life may be- 
come, bacteria, protozoa, viruses, 
infected fleas, lice, ticks, mos- 
quitoes and bedbugs will al- 
ways lurk in the shadows ready 
to pounce when neglect, pov- 
erty and famine or war lets 
down the defenses. ... 

“Typhus, with its brothers and 
sisters—plague, cholera, typhoid, 
dysentery—has decided more 
campaigns than Caesar, Hanni- 
hal, Napoleon and all the in- 
spector generals in history. The 
epidemics get the blame for de- 
feat, the generals get the credit 
for victory.” 

Believing that, the United 
States has gone a long way in 
making its armies, germproof. 
Disinfectants, detergents and 
vaccines have cut the incidence 
of disease to an almost negligi- 
ble proportion of the campaign 
casualties. 

We can't say that for the en- 
emy. We can assume that dis- 
ease is a problem for the Chi- 
nese Reds and North Koreans. 

But we can assume safely 
that the origin has not been

bug bombs dropped by our Air 
Force. Let the Soviets look to 
themselves for the microbes that 
make their soldiers sick. 


Typhus, which combined with 
the “cavalry of the wild blast 
and the infantry of the snow” 
to turn Napoleon back from 
Moscow, broke out on the East- 
ern Front only in World War I. 


“In Russia alone,” says Dr. 
Hans Zinnser, “did typhus at- 
tain its medieval ascendancy. 
.«. There are no words to re- 
cord the dreadful sufferings of 
the Russian people from 1917 
to 1921.” 

And he concludes, “Typhus is 
not dead. It will live on for 
centuries, and it will continue 
to break into the open when- 
ever human stupidity and bru- 
tality give it a chance, as most 
likely it will.” 

There is filth and squalor, 
neglect and ignorance among 
our semicivilized enemies in Ko- 
rea. Epidemics of numerous 
diseases have been_ reported 
from the bordering Chinese 
provinces. A Chinese manufac- 
turer has been arrested for send- 
ing to the front  unsterilized 
first-aid kits. 

A new malady, schistosomi- 
asis, is reported as rampant in 
East China. The Peiping gov- 
ernment has launched an “anti- 
epidemic” mobilization drive. A 
Chinese health director has said 
that there are only 10 doctors 
in charge of preventive work 
among the millions of people 
in East China. 

I doubt that the men in the 
Kremlin have read “Rats, Lice 
and History.” Maybe it’s just as 
well if they haven’t. If they do 
read it, they should know where 
to look for the source of what- 
ever contagion problems they 
may he having at the Korean-

Despite this party strength, as 
such, Republicans and many 
Democrats had come to believe 
that Harry Truman had pérson- 
ally become so much the scape- 
goat of dissatisfactions with the 
administration that his presence 
at the head of the ticket would 
carry the party down with him. 
Republicans also were beginning 
to count Southern statés as 
chickens ready to be hatched. 
That’s all changed now. 


With three months to g£e 
before their convention, Re- 
publicans have been deprived 
of the whipping boy they have 
been beating about daily, an 
act with which they hoped te 
keep party enthusiasm at fever 
pitch. This anti-Truman cru- 
sade has been carried te the 
folks chiefly by Senator Taft 
and, as he barked from plat- 
forms all over the country, 
you could almost see the straw 
man across the hall.

For a flesh-and-blood target 
who will have meahing in No- 
vember they now must wait 
until late July. 

Whoever may be the Demo- 
cratic candidate, he will have 
to run, of course, on the Tru- 
man administration record. But 
he cannot be identified with it 
directly and personhally. ~ Past 
experience with a change of 
face demonstrates that the vot- 
ing public looks rather at the 
new face than the old.

Such breaks as came to Johnny Sturm come normally only once 
to the baseball career. To Sturm it came twice. First, hed happened 
along.in New York City just as the Yankees ran low on first basemen. 
He stood in for 124 games, and as a .239 hitter, while they won the 
flag and world championship in 1941. He never before or since ap- 


peared in a big league lineup. 


The same Sturm was managing the Yankees’ farm at Joplin, 
Mo., in 1949 when Mantle, disguised as a mild-mannered farm 
boy (as Burt L. Standish would have recorded it), walked in and 
asked for a chance. He wasn't yet out of high school, and Sturm 
sent him back to get his diploma. When graduation day arrived 
at Commerce, a scout named Tom Greenwade was there to 
receive the prize. The developments thereafter were too quick 
for the naked eye.

It creates a layer of 
dead tissue, like a strip of dead 
skin from a dried-up blister. 

This dried layer is cut away

The paste is applied-again, but 
just to cancer spots, thus to a 
smaller area. Rare cae. 

Again the dead layer is checked.’ 
If cancer remains, treatment is, 
repeated until all cancer spots
